the Fifty-second Congress, The lower house of 
Parliament contains 67> members ; the Hou 
of Representatives only 3327—Iets tha Ui 
many, ‘We sbould find ft dfficult to et 
‘Duainess in so large a body, and, matter of 
fact, the. chamber In which Parliament mects 
will not hold all the members elected sit Is an 
understood thing that a large numbet of members 
will not attend ; the real buelness of the season 
ts transacted with a bare quorum, : 
, Ofthe 6-0 members-elect of the new Parlla- 
ment 164 are lawyers, Icas than one-fourth of 
the whole, Of the 432. members of Congress, 
precisely the same number— 64—are' lawyers,
